plays fearsome pull. It’s so instant 
you’d never believe it was a turbo, 
and that’s because a huge 237 lbs of 
torque kicks in from just 1,600 rpm. 

In mid-range it feels immensely 
powerful, and it’s all mixed with an 
earthy grunt which gets harsher as 
it builds up to 7,000 rpm. 

It’s the total opposite of the small- 
er engined but more powerful 
235bhp 2.0-litre VXR, which prefers 
to howl and shriek. 

On the track, the ST has the edge 
with its mighty mid-range pull. 

On the road, though, where you’re 
a bit more likely to come across 
hairpins and hilly bends, the 
honours go to the nimbler VXR. 

Don’t get me wrong, the Focus is 
still an outrageous handler, but on 


some of the roads around Paul 
Ricard, it got seriously out of shape 
on twisty surfaces. 

The battle between these two cars 
is going to be monumental over the 
next couple of years. 

The VXR has already won Round 
One by going on sale in September, 
four months ahead of the ST. 

However, the Focus has come 
roaring back by starting at a 
whacking £1,500 less than the VXR. 

You won’t get leather seats or an 
MP3 player as you do in the VXR, 
but you can upgrade to the ST2, 
(there is no ST1) which has a bar- 
gain £1,500-worth of extras for 
£1,000, including eye-bursting 
Xenon headlights (£750 extra for 
Astra), an upgraded eight-speaker 


CD and MP3 system and Ford’s 
“quick-clear” heated windscreen. 

Another £1,000 gets you the top-of- 
the-shop ST2, with £1,500-worth of 
full leather and electric Recaro 
seats and an even more up-upgrad- 
ed stereo. 

The ST’s interior gets the usual 
flash-dash treatment. 

There’s silver-trimmed air-vents 
and instruments, along with drilled 
alloy pedals, alloy door-handles, 
handbrake and gear-knob and 
bright silver ST kick plates. 

The CD-stereo is typical Ford. It’s 
huge, and is surrounded by big 
buttons, making it easy to use. 

The overall ST effect is flash, 
which is in complete opposition to 
the ultra-modern digital world of 


the VXR, which is far more 
gracious and laid back. Take your 
choice: The bistro or the bar? 

The standard Focus suspension, 
already quite brilliant, has been 
stiffened up, with 30% stronger 
springs front and rear, an extra 
cross member to stop the chassis 
from flexing, upgraded damper and 
anti-roll bar settings, with bigger 
front discs to handle the power. 

It all sits 15mm (just over half an 
inch) lower to the ground. 

So what’s it to be? The ST or the 
VXR? Both cars are absolutely 
fantastic. Pd be hugely happy with 
either of them. 

But if I had to make a choice ...

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BLUFF DETECTION 


Bluffing is a very powerful weapon. The great 
professional players use it all the time. How can 
you counter it? You need several pieces of intel 
to give you better than a fifty-fifty chance of 
guessing if a player is bluffing you online or in a 
live, social game. 


Watch for an opposing player’s comfort level. 
When someone is setting out on a bluff it is 
almost impossible for them to behave as they 
would normally. Their stress levels go up 
however good they are at deception. Watch 
for it. Most players’ “non verbal” behaviour 
mirrors that of those around them at the 
table. Look for stress induced physical 
reactions out of step with the other players. 
Verbally, someone who is being honest will 
appear much more comfortable and at ease 
than a liar. You can tune your instincts to 
pick up on these signals with experience. 
Similar but less obvious signals are betrayed 
online also. This is especially true if 
someone becomes more active in the chat 
box at a time you are beginning to get the 
whiff of a bluff. Bluffers like a distraction to 
occur while they’re actively deceiving. You 
can provoke this by using the chat box 
yourself on a side issue and see if they pick 
up on it. It can be a shared joke or any 
simple item of conversation. The most 
interest is likely to be shown by the bluffer. 
It’s an easy trap to lay. The bluffer’s nerves 
will likely make them respond quicker than 
the other players. 


RESPONSES 
EXAGGERATED 


Responses are always exaggerated when someone 
is lying. When you are fabricating a story 
(bluffing) the emphasis is almost always out of 
sync, unnatural. This again can betray itself 
online or socially. In a live game there are of 
course many more physical tell tale give-aways, 
such as temple rubbing, eyes looking down all 
the time as a child would when being told off. 

Eye contact in a physical game is a powerful 
“tell” as some bluffers will over-engage when 
they are not being straightforward. We are back 
to the liar being unable to sync the correct or 
natural response to his words or gestures. 
Women are brilliant at unearthing deception and 
keeping their findings to themselves until it’s 
tactically most devastating. One of the best 
online signals of deception is a change in betting 
patterns. A naturally aggressive player who 
becomes more passive post flop either has a 
premium hand and is luring you in or, if you’ve 
seen any of the above deception signs, is leading 
you to believe he has the “nuts” in an effort to 
convince you to fold. Compile the evidence as the 
hand unfolds and if you’re the bluffer, take 
acting lessons.

MIDDLESBROUGH’S goal-hungry 
strikers are giving boss Steve 
McClaren the sort of problems 
every manager dreams about. 


Just five days after Jimmy Floyd 
Hasselbaink and Yakubu had terrorised 
Manchester United, it was the turn of 
Mark Viduka and the Nigerian to prove 
their partnership is deadly, too. 

Viduka scored twice in six second-half 
minutes after Yakubu had opened the scor- 
ing, to leave Boro within a point of qualify- 
ing for the UEFA Cup knockout stages. 

Viduka was a frustrated substitute last 
weekend but underlined his own goalscor- 
ing prowess with a breathtaking 50th- 
minute scorcher which clinched Boro’s 
win and leaves them needing a draw 
against AZ Alkmaar in Holland to progress. 

His second was equally emphatic as he 
hammered home the rebound after keeper 
arom Kusliy had saved James Morrison’s 
shot. 

Viduka has now scored five goals and 
Hasselbaink three this term but it is 
Yakubu who is leading the way. 

McClaren’s decision to splash the cash on 
the African is proving to be an inspired 
piece of business. 


The 22-year-old became the second most 
expensive player in Boro’s history when 
they paid Portsmouth £7.5m for the striker 
during the summer. 

But Yakubu has already paid off a big 
chunk of that fee with his predatory 
instincts offering Boro a fresh dimension. 

He took his tally to seven in just 11 starts 
with a superbly-struck 36th-minute opener 
as Boro once again demonstrated their 
European pedigree. 

Yakubu had already found the net six 
times in the Premiership and soon made 
his mark on his first UEFA Cup start for 
the club. 

Picking up Emanuel Pogatetz’s left-wing 
throw-in, he cut inside, swapped passes 
with Gaizka Mendieta and then hammered 
a right-foot shot past Dnipro keeper Artem 
Kusliy. 

Moments later he turned provider as

Stunning 


There was a scare for Boro in 
the 20th minute when Chris 
Riggott came sliding in to clear 
in the nick of time after Dmytro 
Mykhaylenko and Dmyytro 
Semochko had combined to 
carve open the home defence. 

But it was Boro - and Mendieta 
in particular — who carried the 
greater threat early on. 

Mendieta had ended an 18- 
month drought with a stunning 
double against United and 
looked in the mood for another 
goal feast. 

On six minutes, he brilliantly 
anticipated a defensive clear- 


ance to meet the dropping ball 
on the half-volley and sting 
Kusliy’s hands with his shot. 

And moments later, after being 
cleverly teed up by Yakubu, his 
right-foot drive flew inches wide, 
crashing into the advertising 
hoardings. 

When Franck Queudrue’s curl- 
ing free-kick in the 12th minute 
narrowly missed the target after 
a foul on Mendieta, it seemed 
only a matter of time before 
Boro would break the deadlock 
but they lost their momentum 
until Yakubu struck. 

The lack of atmosphere inside 
the Riverside didn’t help their 
cause. 

McClaren had blasted the stay- 
away fans who had missed the 
win over Xanthi in the previous 
round and must have expected a 
bigger attendance than last 
night’s paltry 12,953 turn-out. 


But neither Saturday’s extra- 
vaganza nor chairman Steve 
Gibson’s appeal for them to turn 
up for this one had swayed them 
and it was another disappoint- 
ing crowd for a European night 
on Teesside.

on to end their playing days poles apart. 


Born just a few months apart in 1978, the pair grew up 
as close friends at West Ham’s academy. 

Nurtured by former boss Harry Redknapp and Frank 
Lampard Snr, the pair were the pick of the crop from a 
golden generation of Hammers players who emerged in 


the East End. 


But the duo, who come face to face on Sunday in what 
is promising to be a tear-up at Old Trafford, are in for 


starkly different futures. 


While one was hailed as the best player in the world by 


his manager last weekend 
and recently picked by 
Real Madrid supporters as 
the star they most wanted 
to buy, the other is facing 
the chop for club and 
country. 

Looking back at the 
expectancy levels 
around them when 
they were teenagers, 
you would have expect- 
ed Ferdinand to be 
winning all the plaudits, 
as he was widely 
considered to be the most 
natural English defender 
since the late, great Bobby 
Moore. 


Mature 


Critics said ‘Fat Frank’ 
Lampard only made it 
because of his dad and his 
uncle Harry. 

But since they were both 
sold by the Hammers to 
help build a new stand, 
it is Lampard who is 
deservedly on his way to 
being recognised among 
the game’s elite. 

Voted Footballer of the 
Year last season, where he 
produced an acceptance 
speech which highlighted 
his mature nature and 
understanding of the 
game, he is a good bet for 
European Footballer of 
the Year. 

He has helped Chelsea to 
their first title in 50 years 
and scored the goals 
which have taken England 
to the World Cup finals in 
Germany next summer. 

United defender 
Ferdinand had the whole 
world at his feet when he 
left Upton Park for Leeds 
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in a staggering £18m deal 
in November 2000. 

As David O’Leary’s side 
disintegrated, he found 
the perfect escape route 
with an even more aston- 
ishing £30m move to Old 
Trafford as the world’s 
most expensive defender. 

That was on the back of 
a series of brilliant 
performances in the 2002 
World Cup in Japan. 

But once he realised he 
had made it, the lights 
went off in Rio’s world 
and he hit cruise control. 


By comparison, Lampard 
has retained his hunger, 
desire and drive since his 
£11m move to Chelsea in 
June 2001. 

Lampard’s whole life 
has been about improve- 
ment and wanting to be 
the best. 

At the moment there is 
only one direction for 
Ferdinand - down. I 
wonder what Sir Alex 


Ferguson would give to 
have bought Lampard 
instead of Ferdinand. 

But, to be brutally 
honest, Ferguson’s 
judgement has generally 
been flawed in the last 
five years. 

When Roy Keane was 
busy criticising his team- 
mates in the most famous 
interview never shown, 
he stopped short of hit- 
ting out at his manager. 

But it was implied criti- 
cism. The reason Darren 
Fletcher, Alan Smith, John 


O’Shea and Ferdinand are 
not performing is down to 
the manager. 

So many of his buys 
have been so mediocre and 
he sems no longer capable 
of motivating them. 


Some United fans may 
say Keane is part of the 
problem. 

But at least when he is on 
the pitch he always gives 
his best. He also knows 
when it is time to call it a 
day — unlike his manager.

MANY fans will be revelling in the Jose 

Mourinho-Arsene Wenger feud. It is brilliant 
entertainment and | don’t know why the FA or 
League Managers’ Association want them to stop. 

But if you are a neutral wondering who to 


back, remember this: Wenger has been a 
breath of fresh air to the Premiership and created 
probably the best footballing team this country has 
seen when Arsenal went a season unbeaten. 

He has always retained his composure and 

politeness and never shirked an issue. | wish 
the same could be said about Mourinho. 
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THERE are more questions than 
answers inside Old Trafford. Big, 
worrying questions. 

Sir Alex Ferguson didn’t look like 
someone who has the solutions after 
Manchester United’s dismal 
Champions League capitulation 
against Lille on Wednesday night. 

The manager was flat, almost 
resigned - a mood that should 
concern all fans who have seen their 
club slide into becoming just another 
ordinary Premiership side. 

Fergie failed to inspire or lift his 
players and then couldn’t change 
tactics when things began to go wrong. 

The Red Devil today is not well. 
United are a side who lack leadership 
on and off the pitch. 

Fergie’s role, indeed his future, is at 
the pinnacle of all the questions that 
need to be asked this morning as 
United prepare for Sunday’s titantic 
battle with champions Chelsea - the 
club who threaten their existence as 
the biggest in England and one of the 
most powerful in the world. 


Worthy 


Fergie has spent heavily, desperate- 
ly trying to create another era at the 
Theatre of Dreams. The squad he has 
put together is not good enough. 

Half of the side who lost to Lille are 
not worthy of wearing the red of 
United. John O’Shea, Wes Brown, 
Alan Smith, Darren Fletcher and 
Kieron Richardson ... these are not 
the kind of players that set the heart 
beating, men who have made 
generations of supporters proud. 

These are not trophy-winning 
heroes. The saddest thing to witness 
in Paris was the lack of passion and 
pride. They know they are struggling 
and yet the sleeves were not rolled 
up, there was no fist-waving at each 
other when mistakes were made. 

That, I’m afraid has to be down to 
Fergie. Clearly, he is running out of 
time and a football club is still 
looking to him to somehow lead them 
out of this mess. 

He is not getting any help from his 
players and that is the image of too 
many footballers today. 

Too many take the money and let 
others shoulder the responsibility 
when things go wrong. 

It is why Rio Ferdinand gets so much 
criticism. His £120,000-a-week salary 
should guarantee him sweating blood 
for the cause. He’s playing as if he 
doesn’t care. 

If you were picking a World Cup 
squad today, Ferdinand would not be 
in it, such has been his fall 
from grace. 

Where on Wednesday was the play- 
er who wanted to lead by example? 
Where was the player who went 
around lifting morale? No Roy 
Keane, no passion. 

Ferdinand was not a bad buy but 
there have been others that Fergie 
has wasted money on. Yes, he can 
point to injuries, yet no big club 
should hide behind losing players. 
Not in today’s financial climate. 

What United have underneath their 
strongest side are too many ordinary 
footballers on too much money. 

So, what will owner American busi- 
nessman Malcolm Glazer make of 
everything? Who knows? His shame- 
ful handling of owning a club like this 
is part of the problem. 

United are a club without a figure- 
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head. Fergie has never needed a 
shoulder to cry on more than now. He 
can’t go to chief executive David Gill 
because he has no power. 

Has Glazer bought a pup, if he 
understands the phrase? No, but what 
he has bought is a club that has been 
allowed to drift into decline. His plan 
will be to make huge amounts of 
money from United, but without a 
successful first team he has no chance. 

With repayment of the debt he has 
inflicted on the club soon to kick in, 
there seem no real funds to 
strengthen the side. No money to buy 
the kind of players needed to put 
United back to where they belong, up 
around the top of the Premiership 
and firing on all cylinders. 

At the moment they are breaking 
down, a model with too many miles 
on the clock and so far behind 
Chelsea. Owner Roman Abramovich 
and manager Jose Mourinho have 
simply exposed the problems that 
have been coming at Manchester 
United. 

Chelsea have hurried them into the 
forefront and there is nothing United 
can do about what’s happening in 
West London. 

They can do something about their 
own decline. But what? A new 
manager? At the moment they look 
like a club in need of a fresh start, 
there is no spark about them. 

Many times I have said that Fergie 
should have quit when he announced 
that decision a couple of seasons ago 
and this, surely, is his last in control. 


Critical 


His partnership with No.2 Carlos 
Queiroz is not working and not 
producing results. United will argue 
they have only lost a couple of games 
in this critical season, but that’s not 
the issue here. 

It is the realisation United are com- 
ing to the end of a golden era. Yes, 
things go around in circles and 
maybe this is Chelsea’s time. United 
must go down fighting instead of the 
inept performances shown against 
Middlesbrough and Lille. 

So many questions unanswered. 
Fergie’s future and whether he still 
has it in him to lead this giant; some 
players who clearly believe they are 
better than they are and cushioned 
by fat contracts; Glazer, and what’s 
next from him. 

Then there is Keane, who exposed 
the crisis with his rant on MUTV 
which the club banned - a personal 
attack on some of the players he 
clearly holds in contempt. 

What does Fergie do with his cap- 
tain, a player he has always support- 
ed and someone the supporters made 
clear in Paris they still want? 

At the moment United don’t look to 
have any solutions. Everyone is ask- 
ing where they are going and no-one 
inside Old Trafford knows. Some will 
gloat but this is a sad football story. 


BRIAN WOOLNOUGH 
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RUUD VAN NISTELROOY has admitted the 
magic has gone from Manchester United — 
and the £19m striker is desperately 
worried how they are going to get it back. 


He said: “When I came to the club four years ago 
United were almost unbeatable. 

“Now, this is the most difficult period since I arrived 
here. We are simply not playing well. I think 
confidence is a bit down.”

NEWCASTLE are refusing to reveal the medical 
condition that has stalled Kieron Dyer’s career yet again. 

The injury-plagued Newcastle midfielder, who has been 
troubled by hamstring problems for the past six months, 
broke down in training this week with a recurrence of his 


long-standing complaint. 


But it emerged yesterday that the England international 
has a complex muscular condition which is neither 


football nor lifestyle-related. 


And the medication needed to treat it is hampering his 
bid to regain full fitness. Newcastle issued a statement 
revealing that the unlucky 26-year-old has suffered another 


setback which was linked 
to a medical problem. 

However, the club refused 
to divulge either the 
nature or the seriousness 
of the condition. 

It said: “Kieron Dyer has 
a medical problem which 
has contributed to his lack 
of fitness. 


Concerns 


“Unfortunately, he has 
suffered another reaction 
following his appearance 
last weekend and will 
require further specialist 
attention to help him 
regain his full fitness.” 

It’s understood Dyer’s ill- 
ness means he must take 
prescribed medication ona 
regular basis even if it 
stretches his recovery 
from the hamstring and 
back problems which have 
hindered his career. 

The treatment could even 
make him more suscepti- 
ble to further breakdowns. 

Now there are genuine 
concerns about one of the 
most talented midfielders 
in English football. 

Dyer joined Newcastle 
from Ipswich for £6.5m in 
1999 when Ruud Gullit was 
in charge but has yet to 
notch up 150 starts and 
only once has he played 
more than 40 games in a 
season.
